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JUDICIAL SALARIES AND 


THE CONSTITUTION 


Von Moschzisker Did Not Ex- 


press Intent of Framers 


of Organic Law, 


JUDGES ARE PUBLIC OFFICES 


Debates In Constitutional Convention 


Clearly Show That Delegates Were 
a Unit In That View of the Subject. 


The general assembly of Pennsyl- 


vania passed an act, approved the 14th 
day of April, A. D., 1903, entitled: "An 
.act to fix the salaries of the supreme 
court, of judges of the superior court, 
judges of the court of common pleas 
and the judges of the orphans' court." 


Before the passage of this act the 


total compensation paid out annually 
for these judges in this state was 
$566,000; by reason of the passage of 
said act the total pay of judges was in- 
creased to $1,011,500.' 


The constitution of Pennsylvania, 


section 13, article III., reads as fol- 
lows: 


No law shall extend the term of 
any public officer, or increase or 
diminish his salary or emoluments 
after his election or appointment. 
The state treasurer, under his oath 


of office to obey and support the con- 
stitution, refused to pay the judges the 
increase given them by said act of as- 
sembly on the ground that it was in 
direct violation of the above provision 
of the constitution of Pennsylvania. A 
•writ of peremptory mandamus was is- 
sued by the court of common pleas of 
Dauphin county, at the instance of the 
attorney general, for the use of certain 
judges therein named, including nearly 
all of the common pleas judges of the 
city of Philadelphia, to compel the 
State treasurer to pay the said in- 
crease. This case was heard and the 
opinion written by Judge Robert von 
Moschzisker, of Philadelpria. who was 
then, and is now a common pleas 
judge of that city, and will be found 
reported in full in 210 Pennsylvania, 
commencing at page 372 in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Mathues. 


Judge von Moschzisker decided that 


the above act was constitutional and 
that the judges were entitled to the 
increase of salary given them by said 
act, notwithstanding the plain provis- 
ions, above quoted, of the constitution 
prohibiting such increase. In order to 
avoid and over-ride the above plain 
language of the constitution, Judge von 
Moschzisker decided that a judge is 
not a public officer within the meaning 
of the above quoted constitutional pro- 
vision. This was a startling proposi- 
tion, not only to the legal fraternity 
throughout the state, but to the lay- 
men as well. The question has been 
.asked throughout the state, both by 
lawyer and laymen, "Suppose the 
above act decreased instead of in- 
creased the judges' salary, whether or 
not Judge von Moschzisker would then 
have found that the above act was 
constitutional and that the judge was 
not a public officer within its mean- 
ing?" 
t -There can be no misunderstanding 
of the language of the above constitu- 
tional provision. It Is as plain as the 
English language can make it. "No 
law shall extend the term of any pub- 
lic officer, or increase or diminish his 
salary or emoluments, after his elec 
tlon or appointment." 


Judge von Moschzisker, finding that 


the language of this provision was too 
plain to be explained away, then bases 
nls opinion upon what he terms to be 
the Intent of the framers of the con- 
stitution of 1873, In which the above 
provision appears, and tries to show 
that the Iramers of the constitution 
did aot consider a judge a public offi- 
cer within the meaning of article III 
section 13, of the constitution above 
quoted. 
That the ju-lge is a public 


officer as much as any other public 
officer, elected by the people and paid 
by the people, was so conside-ed by 
the framers of the constitution of 1873, 
IB shown beyond dispute by referring | 
to the records of that convention; this j 
very question as to whether or not a. 
judge's salary could be increased dur- 
ing his term of office was fully debated 
and passed upon in that convention, 
as the following quotations from con- 
vention debates will show:

DEFEAT THE 7TH AMENDMENT 


6uch a Provision In Our Fundamental 


Law Involves Danger. 


The proposed seventh amendment to 


the constitution is absolutely y/ithout 
merit. Its only purpose is to increase 
the power of the political machine 
over the v.'ill of the people. For some 
years the machine managers haye 
been striving to usurp the power ol 
naming election officers. 
During the 


session of the legislature of 1905 an 
attempt was made to transfer the pow- 
er of filling vacancies 
in 
election 


boards in cities from the courts to the 
commissioners. It failed because the 
country members of the general as- 
sembly appreciated the peril involved 
The proposed constitutional amend 
ment is simply another attempt to ao 
complish the result. 


No thoughtful man can misunder- 


stand the purpose which the projec- 
tors of tfc's scheme have In mind. It 
is to take power out of the hands ol 
the people and lodge it in the handi 
of the party machine. The most potenl 
political offices in all our electoral gys- 
tern are those which compose the el&c 
tion boards. The judge and inspectors 
of elections have almost the power tc 
determine the qualifications of a voter. 
Thousands of men can be denied thf 
right of suffrage upon technicalities bj 
them. For that reason election officer* 
are chosen with great care by the vot 
era- 
In many instances the candi- 


dates of the opposite party are chosen 
.because of their known integrity, not 
withstanding they belong, to the mi- 
nority party in their districts. 


If the legislature, drunk with power, 


as .that of this state frequently nai 
been, should determine to seize the 
advantage of corrupt and partiaac 
election boards, the adoption of thii 
seventh amendment to the cons'titu 
tion opens the way for them, to ac- 
complish that result 
ifhrery 
votei 


should set his face against this dan- 
ger. 
It is not a question of political 


principles. It is purely a matter ol 
party iniquity. Such an amendmen 
to, the fundamental law of the stat 
will work grievous harm, and the waj 
to^ avoid that result is to defeat th 
proposed amendment. There is little, il 
any, good in any of the amendment* 
but there is vast evil in the seventh.

THE INTERNATIONAL SERIES. 


'Text of the Lesson, Act* xxvi, 19-32. 


Memory Ver*e*, 27-29—Golden Text, 
II Tim. i, 12—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Steam*. 
After beln^ two years or more a 
prisoner at Caesarea, Festus being gov- 
ernor instead of Felix and haying gone 
nip to Jerusalem, the nigh priest and 
•chief of the Jews inform him againat 
Paul and desire him to bring Paul to 
Jerusalem, intending, if he consented, 
•to lay in wait for him and kill him. 
JFestus replied that they must come to 
-Oaesarea and there appear against him. 
This they did; but, as before, it was 
simply a case of complaints which 
they could not prove, j^i reply to Fes- 
tus' question, "Wilt thou go up to Jeru- 
-salem and there be judged?" he ap- 
pealed to Caesar. King Agrippa hav- 
Jag come to visit Festus, the case Is 
brought to his attention as one of Jew- 
ish superstition concerning one Jesus 
who was dead, but whom Paul afflrm- 
•ed to be alive (xxv, 19). The world 
cares just about as much today about 
Him of whom they spake as "one Je- 
-sus," and the church does not com- 
mend Him to the world much more. 
If any, than the Jews did tueir God. 
of. whom they cried, "Hear, O Israel. 
the Lord our God Is one Lo:<j" (Dent 
'3rf,4). 


S.grlppa and Bernlce having entered 
the place of hearing with great pomp, 
.accompanied by the chief captains and 
'-principal men of the city, Paul is 
'.brought before them, and, after a brief 
statement by Festus, Paul Is permit- 
ted to speak for himself. He told of 
his early life as a Pharisee and his zeal 
against the followers of Jesus until 
the risen and ascended Christ met him 
on the way to Damascus, saved him 
and made him His messenger to the 
.gentiles to turn them from darkness 
to light and from the power of Satan 
"onto God, that they might receive for- 
.gtv-eness of sins and Inheritance among 
them are sanctified by faith in Christ 
IHe told how, in obedience to the vision 
from heaven, he had at Damascus, 
Jerusalem, throughout Judea and to 
the gentiles preached that they should 
rep2nt and turn to God and prove the 
.reality of it rn their lives; that all their 
-prophets had testified that the Mes- 
siah of Israel snould suffer and die 
and rise from the dead and that He 
should through Israel, the twelve 
tribes, give light to the gentiles after 
the resurrection at the second coming 
of Christ. Along this line of truth as 
to the teaching of the prophets and the 
fulfillment of their predictions both 
Peter and Stephen and our Lord Him- 
-self, in Luke xxiv, all taught. 
It is 


-the one story which the Scriptures tell 
and authori7e us to tell, that Israel's 
Messiah shall bless the world through 
Israel. 


On the way to Damascus Jesus had 


revealed Himself to Saul as truly the 
Messiah, but had also atS some time 
-tsfught him a mystery not revealed in 
the prophets—that during Israel's re- 
jection because of their rejection of 
their Messiah He wpuld gather from 
all nations a people called the church, 
His body, who should by discipline 
here be fitted to come with Christ in 
His glory and reign with Him in His 
Mngdom, when Jerusalem shall be the 
throne of the Lord and Israel a right- 
eous nation. It is our privilege, as it 
was Paul's, to go into all the world 
•with the glad tidings of forgiveness of 
sins for all who will receive the Lord 
-Jesus because of His suffering for 
.sins, the just for the unjust, that He 
might bring us to God. And all who 
in this age truly receive Him shall be 
manifested with Him when Israel 
shall see Him coming in the clouds 
with power and glory and shall say, 
"This is our God; we have waited for 
Him, and He will save us" (Isa. xxv, 
9). As to the mystery of this age 
specially repealed to Paul, see Rom. 
xi. 25-27; xvi, 23, 26; Bph. iii, etc. 
We may be quite sure that that com- 
pany of earth's great ones never heard 
a story like this before, and we do not 
wonder that Festus said with a loud 
voice, "Paul thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad" 
(24). 
There are very few companies 


of the Lord's people (so called) who to 
day know the story as Paul set it 
forth that day, and where there is a 
preacher who thus believes and teaches 
he is not apt to be counted a man of 
much learning, but, rather, an unlearn 
ed man, weakmmded, mentally unbal- 
anced. 
We can reply, as Paul did, 


"We are not mad, but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness" (23) 
'The test question is that which Paul 
addressed to Agrippa, "Believest thou 
the prophets?" for "surely the Lord 
•God will do nothing, but Ho reveal- 
eth His secret unto His servants the 
prophets" (Amos iii, 7). 


In Agrippa's reply there arc three 


word4 which are specially full of sig- 
nificance, "almost a Christian.'' 
We 


tllmk of .iLOt*er, "not far from the 
kingdom of God," but we remember 
that all who were not actually in the 
ark with Noah perished, and then 
those startling words, "He that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life;" 
"lie thnt brlieveth not the Son shall 
not see life, but the wrath of God 
apldcth on him" (T John v, 12; John 
111, 30). So (hat "almost a Christian" 
fllmply means "lost," but who can tell 
the meaning of that word? May none 
wlio read ever know the doom of the 
lost. With P. burning heart and with 
burning worus x aul declared his long- 
Ing that not only Agrippa, but all who 
heard him that day, might stand In 
•Christ as h« did.
